We 
have no statistles to prove that this has made 
them any better, purer or wiser than Chris- 
ans or Jews. They use other stimolanis in 
another igrm, some of which are of an un- 
chaste and destructive nature, such as opium 
and polygamy. There is no difference in 
taking the stimulents in this or that form, 
the e ffeet being precisely the same. 
Outside of ie Sslamiics, however, thé use 
of wine or strong drink as a Leverage is com: 
non among ali classes of society, excepting, 
of course, bonest and upright temperance 
pecp'e in our country and ia England, who 
are rather £carce, as were the Nazarites and 
Rachabites among the ancient Hebrews. 
Well then, intelligence by common eon- 
sent does not declare the use of auch bever- 
ages immoral; hence it is as moral as eating 
choice food,, sleeping on costly couches, 
promenading, or ug amusement and 
pleasure in avy legitimate form. 


WHAT DOES THE BIBLE SAY 


on the subject? Moses certainly had no 
idea of prohibiting the use of wiue or strong 
drink; for he says to the priest (Levit. x, d) 
“Wine and strong drink thou shalt not drink, 

thou and tby sone with thee, when ye come 
int“ the tabernacle of ihe congregation,” 

etc., ot wherever and whenever ecting in 
an ¢fMictal capacity; but outside tirereof no 
such prohibition exists in the laws of Moses, 
for either priest or people; and Moses was 
very strict in dictary laws Whatever was 
sacrificed upon the altar, like salt, flour, oil, 

pigeons, dovee, sheep, goats and caitle—was 
also intended as most desirable articles for 
common consumption. With the exception 
of the feast of booths, wine was one of the 
ingredients of the sacrifices, and included 
also in the tithes given to the priest. So it 
was considered one of the necessaries of 
life. The law considering the Nazarite is an 
exception for the sake of gloomy ascetics, 
in which the Orient abounded. 

Whatever Moses did not probibit, the 
Prophets did not. Isaiah, upbraiding the 
weakners of his people, says, “Thy wine is 
adulterated with water, and the Psalmist 
sings, “And wine gladdens the heart of man.“ 
Raohabites are praised by Jeremiah for their 
obedience to their father's teachiogs, without 
any recommendation whatever of their cus- 
tom. The ancient Hebrews called the pub- 
lic banquet mishteh, “a drinking occasion.” 
They opened and closed every meal on Sab- 
bath or holidey with wine, closed the Sab- 
bath with wine, as is ihe Case this day among 
the orthodox Jews, who must have wine to 
perform their religious duties well. Moses 
and the Tulmud are not opposed to the use 
of wine or strong drink. The Jew mizht 
consider it superfluous to be more orthodox 
than Moses, the prophets or the rabbis of

Such roads can be built for 
65.00 per mile and the team trains be placed there- 
on for $5,(00 each, capable of carrying 100,000 Iba. 
cf freight, at six miles per hour. The distance from 
Chicago to SS vannak by g practicable route would not 
exceed one thourand miles. The trains could be run 
at an expense of $15 per day each. The cost of re- 
pairs on roed, rolling stock and pay of officers would 
not, when added thereto, exceed two hundred dollars 
per trip, and if the bick freights and passengers wi! 
pay the expense uf returning, the cost of carriage 
and all expenses would be only four mille per ton per 
mile. If any doubt the ability of steam wegon to

The establishment of main lines of such roads con- 
necting Chicago wiih New York, Philaddlphis, Balti 
more, Norfolk, avannab, Mobile and New York, 
would admit (f infinite number of branches and eub- 
branches permeating and developing every section of 
the country. The profits to the stockholders would 
be probably 100 per cent. per annum, while 
the thipping and traveling pubiic would 
give onc-half the expense to which they 
are now subjected, who can estimate the effect upon 
the real estate throughout the: country? Eich house 
or cross road would be a depot for receiving and de- 
positing freighte or passengers, and each branch of 
the road yd be a highway to any desirable market, 
The lines of wagons goivg in one direction would not 
be interfered with by those going in an epposite 
direction, When a train reached the main line, it 
would simply fall into line and move on its destina- 
tion. Every man owing a wagon could draw his own 
products to market by paying a slight toll and doing 
his own trading, return home aatiefed with having 
received the reward of his labor.
